Charles W Garfleld, who nan bourne a 


very ernvhible reputation as a horticul.- 
uilst And a geiitlein in of elevated sent! 
ments, has veiy justly and somewhat 
severely criticised the mechanical system 
that governs manv of our landscape gar- 
deners in the cure of the- tre-cs and shrubs 
placed in their charge. 
,111s criticism in 


an old one, but unfortunately still too 
young to have reached the great mass of 
men who have the great pr vile-ire of 
possessing homes surrounded by shrubs 
and trees. A right line system of plain- 
ing trees inl rows and of pruning them 
after the old Dngllsh stj le is passing 
away and ia entirely out of the praclice 
of those who admire the freedom and 
variety of nature. ,Mr. Garilcld says 


"btep wilh me, for a moment, to the 


border of the average city or village 
cemetery and note the method in which 
the 
so-called 
embe'Ilshments of the 


grounds, In the form of trees and shrubs, 
plants and flowers, have been handled 
bee how trim and accurately pointed are 
the forms of the lunipers and red cedars, 
scattered here and there 
over 
the 


premises. Note with what precision the 
shears have been emploied in forming 
the oval, globular or pyramidal heads of 
Norway spruces 
Just see how the 


native drooping habit of the hemlocks 
has been metamorphosed into a stiff 
geometrical form 
Here and there a le>t 


has been enclosed by a hedge that has 
been pruned Into the rigidity of right 
lines. Cast youi eyes upon the triangles, 
rectangles, circles and ovals of 
the 


flower beds that adorn the Individual 
grates. .Even tho shrubs, the distinctive 
character of which is due to the ludi- 
vidliahty ot leaf and branch, have been 
cut to one model. 
There is a stiffness 


and unnaturalness that makes one feel as 
If he were out of place except he is 
arrayed In swallowtail coat, choking col- 
lar and silk tile, and still, some of 
nature's mos.t beautiful forms, most at- 
trae-tlvc creations have been taken In the 
name of adornment and shorn of tho very 
elements of attractiveness In order to 
bring about this condition of tnlngs that 
seems to be concomitant with the term 
'city cemetery ' 


"I wish to enter an emphatic protest 


against this misuse of the beautiful crea- 
tions of nature, and to tuggcst If cold 
isUff formality 1s to rule, that granites and 
marble be employed exclusively and that 
the delicate live things that naturally, if 
left alone, assume beautiful proportions 
and delicate forms, be excused from 
forming any Intrinsic part of such an en- 
vironment after being shpm of all those 
attributes that render them attractive to 
people of taste." 


Co-operative Cold Storase. 


Mr. C. U. Perkins, of Newark, N. J,, 


Is an advocate of co-operative cold stor- 
age of fiuit. Ho states that cold storage 
f or evfcn barreled npples that accommo- 
dated 110,000 to 20,000 barrels added 
much to the wealth of the fruit growers 
o( tho ne-otlon adopting the system. The 
system greatly extends the time ol mar- 
keting the fruit and relieves the market 
a[ what la known aa a glut, making the 
supply at the several seasons of the year 
moie nearly equal to (he demand.

New Issue of Stamps. 


The new Issue of postage stamps has 


gone Into commission. It differs con- 
siderably from the series which has been 
In use, Its denominations, for example, 
ate one, two, three, four, five, six, eight, 
t^n, flfteen and fifty cents, and 81, 82 
and 65. The recently ouirent Wane— 
tjiat of 1800—has no1 eight cent stkmps, 
for that became neoesaary only with the 
change In the registry fee from ten to 
e|sbt cents. Neither has the Issue of 
1800 any SO cent Btatnp, or any of the 
series from 91 upward. 
jTJie coming Issue will drop out the 30 


and 80-eent stamps, transferring the 
heads of Thomas Jefferson and Commo- 
dore Perry, which now ornament them, 
respectively jto the flfty-eent and $1 de- 
obmlnations.
